RUMORS OF HIS WHEREABOUTS. 

WaAsuiIneTon, D. C., April 10.—[Special.]— 
The Critic publishes a sensational story 
about the discovery of Howgate in this city. 
The Critic says: “Capt. Howpate, the de- 
faulting signal officer, is now in Washing- 
ton. At2o’clock this afternoon he wasseen 
to alight from a coupé and hurriedly enter a 
residence in the northwestern portion of the 
city. The hack was the property of a pri- 
vate citizen, and one of Howgate’s well- 
known friends. Heremained about twenty 
minutes, and was then driven east of P 
street. He was seen by a member of 
the signal service, who served under 
him, and who is well acquainted with him. 
The latter attempted to speak to Howgate, 
but was frustrated by the gentleman who ac- 
companied him. The one-horse vehicle was 
driven by an elderly Irishman in full livery. 
The party who accompanied Howgate wore 
a full beard, silk hat, and was beyond the 
meridian of life in age. The party who rec- 
ognized Howgate did so from his peculiar 
features about the eyes and mouth. The gen- 
tleman who recognized Howgate remarked 
to the Critic that the fact that be sprang 
quickly into the coupé when the word ** How- 
gate’? was uttered is vrima-facie evidence 
that his convictions of true recognition were 
correct. ‘Ihe informant also stated that he 
felt pusitive, in his own mind, that he knew 
the gentleman who accompanied Howgate, 
but that he is too prominently known here 
to be named,uniess his eyesight was con- 
firmed more fully that he was one of the de- 
faulter’s most heavy creditors.”’ 

After the most careful investigation that it 
has been possible to make, nothing can be 
discovered which confirms the story.

A NOTABLE EVENT.

THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 

With the exception of the station in New 
Mexico, which was in charge of Prof. David- 
son of the coast survey, the observations 
made at the stations fixed by the Transit of

Chili, New Zealand, and Cape City, are 


now in the hands of the commission at the 
Washington Observatery, and calculations 
for the results have been commenced. These 
will probably require four years’ time, ‘rhe 
preliminary results are far more satisfactory 
than those obtained in 1874, when only 22 
pictures were secured. Now about 800 are 
already on: hand. ‘The contacts were ob- 
served at every point, and at Washington, 
where the weather was more unfavorable 
than at anyof the other stations, contacts 
were accurately determined, and some fifty 

lates obtained, showing excellent results. 
The Professors and assistant conrputers will 
give the wass of matter turned over to them 
the closest attention until the final results 
are secured,

in the Forty-seventh Congress. This com- 
pilation seems to be an entirely needless ex- 
travagance. It contains no _ information 
which will not be printed in the index to the 
Congressional Record for the Forty-seventh 
Congress, and has involved the expenditure 
of a very considerable amount of money. 
The only advantage of it can _ be 
to save Senators .a little labor. The 
pamphlet has but remote historical interest, 
and most of itis of a very ephemeral char- 
acter. Senators who have had much to say 
as to economy in public printing could have 
well commenced by declining to print this 
volume. It does not even contain a com- 
plete record of each Senator, as it includes 
only bills and resolutions, but has no refer- 
ence to speeches.

A SENSATION. SPOILED. 


A sensational story, telegraphed from 
Washington, to the effect that the British 
Minister had been swindled out of a consid- 
erable sum of money by a person who pro- 
fessed to have knowledge of a plot to biow 
up the British Legagon building, was posi- 
tively denied today by Minister West. He 
said the person mentioned called upon him 
and directed his attention to the matter, 
which upon investigation proved to be un- 
founded, and which was notin any mauner 
connected with an attempt to blow up the 
Legation building. He paid no money for the 
alleged information, but merely heard what 
the person had to say, investigated it, and 
found it untrue. 

COINING FOR THE HAWAIIAN ISLANDS.

The Hawaiian silver coins 
will be of the following denominations: One 
dollar, half-dollar, quarter-dollar, and eighth- 
dollar.

FOOD PROSPECTS. 


April Report of the Department of Ag- 
riculture of the Wiuter-Grain Crop— 
Mixed Reports from Indiana—Dam- 
aging Fioods in Alabama. 
Wasninaton, D. C., April 10.—The De- 

partment of Agriculture reports the condi- 
tion of the winter-grain crop on the Ist of 
April over its entire breadth as follows: In 
Michigan and other Northern territory 
wheat was still covered with snow. In the 
Ohio Valley the winter ‘protection had been 
partial for a term locally varying from three 
to ten weeks, after which the loss from freez- 
ing was quite general. The average depre- 
ciation is greater in the upper part of the 
Ohio Valley and in Kansas than else- 
where. East of the Alleghenies the 
condition is good in the Northern 
belt, declining slightly in the lower 
latitudes. It is not up to the average in any 
part of the South. The average for the crop 
is 80; last April it was 104; in 1881, 8. The 
most observing reporters have examined the 
roots, and in many cases found them healthy, 
while the plants are brown. There is good 
reason for believing that the real condition 
of wheat is, therefore, less unpromising than 
it seems. 

The averages of condition in the States of 
large production are: New York, 101; Penn- 
syivania, 95; Ohio, 70: Kentucky, 80; 1n- 
diana, 75; Michigan, 98; Lllineis, 80; Mis- 
souri, 83; Kansas, 70; California, 62. 

The acreage of winter; wheat varies little 
from last year’s breadth, The returns indi- 
cate an increase ofl percent. Lllinois re 
turns 2 per cent increase; Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana. and Missouri, 1 per cent decrease; 
Calitornia, 10 per cent increase; anda slight 
decrease appears in the Gulf States. 

The returns of quantity of seed used per 
acre indicates a tendency to thin seeding. 
Ten years ago about six pecks per acre were 
used; now less than five anda haifin the 
winter-wheat region. Theincreasing use of 
the drill admits of this economy. 

The acreage of winter rye is 99 per cent of 
last year’s breadth; average condition, 94. 

Returns received by the Department of 
Agriculture from the spring-wheat region 
show that seeding was in progress on the Ist 
of April, but not anywhere near finished. In 
Dakota and parts of Minnesota it had hardly 
commenced, large areas being still covered 
with snow. 1¢@ §«€6—©ddepartment, therefore, 
does not attempt to anticipate the probable 
yield of spring wheat. 

VINCENNES, Ind., April. 10.—[Special.|— 
A business-man of this city showed your 
correspondent reports from the country fora 
radius of fifty miles concerning the condition 
of the growing wheat crop, whichin most 
parts of the country seems tobe in a bad 
condition. 
ported by the millers and grain merchants, 
who havetaken especial painsto inquire 
about it, as looking moderately well, and that 
is all. that can besaid about it at this time. 
In Posey County a report says that the 
indications are that the wheat crop will 

30. per cent less than last year 
From Owen County the most discouraging 
reports are sent. Farmers have the blues, 
and the prospect for an average yield seems 
to be a hopeless one. 
report says that so far as it is possible to tell 
at this time the wheat yield will be abund- 
ant, and Dusiness-men and farmers feel very 
much encouraged. A Martin County specu- 
lator says *‘ that the wheat crop is short, but 
as it is thin enough, it has yet plenty of 
room to spread. Give us warm weather, and 
we are all right.”” Pike County does not feel 
very highly dattered over its prospect. The 
growing wheat continues weekly to improve 
in appearance, but notwithstanding this the 
yieid will not be over one-half or two-thirds 
of a usual crop. Cheering news comes from 

Daviess County, an extensive wheat-growing 

county. The majority of the growing wheat 

on the upland and bottom lands looks well, 
and farmers are confidentiy expecting ¢ 
crops. 

In Wabash County, Illinois, the prospect is 
not flattering for wheat. Farmers, however, 
speak encouragingly of the good prospect for 
late oats. 

Beprorp, Ind., April 10.—[{Special.j—The 
cold weather is over in this section, and, not- 
withstanding the numerous reports that were 
atloat some weeks since in regard to the 
great injury the wheat crop had sustained 
during the winter, it presents a most promis- 
ing. appearance, and if the season proves 
favorable from this time on the yield will be 
fully as large as it was last year, which was 
the best ever known. Peaches, apples, and 
ali the small fruits have passed through the 
winter unimpaired, and large yields are ex- 
pected. | : 

Arrica, Ind., April 10,—[Special.|—Your 
correspondent has carefully ascertained the 
opinion of leading farmers in this section, in- 
cluding Fountain and Warren Counties, 
finds that even the more hopeful do not 
count on more than one-half of an average 
yield of wheat next harvest. The complaint 
is that the wheat was winter-killed some being 
frozen out whea yunprotected, and when the 
February sleet came much of it alive then 
was smothered. Itis true the warm rains 
last week and the following sunshine and 
growing weather benefited the wheat still 
having a little life, but much of it that gave 
evidence of life succumbed under a few 
days’ continued exposure to the sun’s rays, 
and whole fields now have a dead appear- 
ance. Numerous farmers are putting wheat- 


land in eorn and oats, several 
hundred acres in this immediate 
locality having been abandoned for 


wheat already, and hundreds of acres more 
will suifer the same fate in the next two 
weeks. The acreage for oats and corn will 
be increased about 30 per cent. When wheat 
will not yield more than five bushels per 
acre farmers say the land will pay better to 
farm itforcorn. In 1881-the wheat acreage 


in this county was 49,000; yield, 421,000 bush- } 


els. In 1888 the acreage was 42,000; yield, 
783,000 bushels. Last fall about 46,000 acres 
were sown in wheat, and with present pros- 
pects the yield will be considerably less than 
in 1881. ‘Taking it all in all, this part of In- 
diana never had so poor a prospect for 
wheat. 

BERRIEN Sprinas, Mich., April. 10.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The wheat crop in this vicinity is in 
bad condition. The late rains have helped 
it somewhat, but so much of it has been 
winter-killed that there will not be over half 
a crop.

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-CONFLAGRATIONS. 


Destructive Incendiary Fire at West- 
minster, Md. —Two Lives 
Lost. 


Twenty Buildings. and Thirty Horses Burned— 
A Young Heroine—The Incendiaries 
Arrested, 


Persistent Efforts to Burn an Omaha Holel— 
Cotton-Mill Burned—Other Fires. 


At Westminster, Ma. 

BaLtmmore, Md., April 10.—[Special.}]— 
The City of Westminster, Carrol! County, 
Md., thirty-eight miles from Baltimore, was 
the scene of a terrible conflagration last 
night, which for a time threatened the de- 
struction of all the property in the place. 
Twenty buildings were burned to the 
ground, including a Lutheran church, the 
finest edifice in the city. . it is generally be- 
lievea that the fire was the work of incen- 
diaries. Early yesterday morning an at- 
tempt was made to set the Montour Hotel on 
fire, a pile of paper being found burning un- 
der the rear stairway, which but for the 
timely discovery would have, by setting fire 


to the stairway, cut off one of the principal 
means of egress, and endangered many 
lives, as the house was full of guests at the 
time. Ajlan Toop and Johnny‘ Green, both 
colored, were arrested on suspicion, and the 
first fire extinguished with but trifling dam- 
age. N ear midnight, however, the tire broke 
out again in H. Thomas’ livery stable, and 
» Spread with great rapidity. Allan Thomp- 
son and Aaron Schaefer, who were asleep in 
the hay-loft, perished in the flames, 
and only a few biackened pieces of 
their bodies were scraped up from the ruins 
today. The stable being situated on the 
principal business streets, stores, and resi- 
dences one after another caught the blaze, 
and in half an hour an entire block of build- 
ings were in flames. There were a couple of 
small chemical engines in the place, but 
they were of little use in such a conflagra- 
tion, and the only water obtainable was from 
pumps and wells and a small pond on the 
outskirts of the town. The citizens becam - 
fairly panic-stricken; women in their night- 
clothes with children in their arms rushed 
frantically out of their houses, and 
—— residing squares away from the 

urning district threw their furniture out 
into the streets. So rapidly did the tire 
spread that few persons whose houses were 
destroyed were able to save much of their 
furniture or clothing, and many of the mer- 
chants lost their entire stocks of goods. 
About 1 o’clock this morning the town ofii- 
cials telegraphed to Baltimore for aid, and 
Chief Fire-Marshal Heiskill, of this city, or- 
dered two of the regular fire-engjnes, with 
the engines and hook and ladder, and two of 
the county chemical engines, to the 
scene. They were taked on a speciai train 
over the Western Maryland Railroad, but 
the train was somewhat delayed in starting, 
and the engines arrived too late to be of any 
service, the fire having reached the limits of 
the town and spent its fury when there was 
no mnore material to feedit. It was prevent- 
ed from spreading in other directions by the 
tearing down of several frame buildings and 
a furious rain-storm, which began about 2 
aang this morning and lasted several 

ours. 

Two little children were rescued from one 
of the burnmg buildings by a young woman. 
‘The roof of the honse was on fire and the 
an invalid, was alone in 
with her little ones. 
She fainted from fright, and was borne out 
in safety. ler children for the time being 
were forgotten. A neighbor, remembering 
them, hastened up-stairs and groaped her 
way aboutin the blinding smoke until she 
found the children, who were nearly suffo- 
cated, and escaped with them. In less than 
an hour afterwards the building was burned 
to the ground. ; 

The total loss on buildings is estimated at 
$150,000, about one-haif covered by insur- 
ance. ‘The loss on goodsin stores, clothing 
and furniture in buildings, is roughly ylaced 
at $60,000. Several poor families are ren- 
dered homeless. 

The proprietor of the livery-stable has 
made a statement to the State’s-Attorney that 
about 10 o’clock last night four men, at times 
employed about the stable, asked him fora 
lantern. He refused their request, but later 
on saw them playing cards by the light of a 
lantern in the back part of thestable. A 
short time afterward he heard cries of fire, 
and sawtherear of the building in flames. 
Robert Goodwin, John Clark, Hanson Dor- 
sey, and Charles Warfield, the men who were 
in the stable, have been arrested, pending the 
result of the Coroner's Investigation. 

Thirty horses and two cows that were in 
the stable were burned to death. Several of 
the animals, with their manes and tails on 
fire, escaped from the stable and dashed 
madly through the crowd on the street, in- 
juring three or four persons. 

The principal stores and dwelling-houses 
burned are those of Jacob Thompson, livery 
stable, Bixter and Senef, boot and shve deal- 
ers; Guselman & Morris, furniture dealers; 
Mary Leister, dwelling-house; F. K. Herr & 
Co., carriage factory; M. C. Strasburger, 
liquor store; A. J. Malchorn, millinery es- 
tablishment; Thomas Erb, provision store, 
J. Zacharias and Mrs. Babylon, residences. 
Nearly all the policies of insurance are in 
Maryland, New York, and English com- 
panies. : ; 

The Coroner’s jury this evening in their 
verdict charged the four negroes with hav- 
ing set fire to the stable through carelesness, 
they being trespassers on the premises, al- 
though they were not charged with being in- 
cendiaries. Still there is the wildest excite- 
ment in the town over the verdict, and 
numerous threats of lynching the negroes 
have been made. Tenight the jail is guard- 
ed by eighty armed men, but up toa late 
hour no attempts had been made to get at 
the prisoners. 


At Streator, Ill. 

SrreaTroR, Ill, April 10.—[Special.]— 
A frame building occupied as a saloon and 
a brick building known as the Park . ‘heatre 
were totally destroyed by fire about 2 o’clock 
this morning.

Tewksbury Almshouse Investigation— 
An iIaeffectual Veto, 

Boston, Mass., April 10.—Gov. Butler was 
present at the Tewksbury Almshouse inves- 
tigation today. Joseph A. Chase testified 
that he had worked for Miss Manning, and 
with her knowledge had taken bodies to the 
Harvard Medical School by order of the 
Marshes. The Governor then introduced a 
sermon by a Mr. Sanborn, a minister of 
Lawrence, in which it was stated that 
Spaulding, one of the Trustees of the Alms- 
house, had boasted that while no emolu- 
ment was attached to the Trusteeship, he 
could make it pay. The Governor intimated 
that this was done by turning over contracts 
to outside parties, with whom Spauiding di- 
vided the profits. The Governor then of- 
fered a printed testimonial to the character 
of Sanborn, which, after some discussion, 
was admi * 

John H. Chase said that since bis first testi- 
mony he had gone to Tewksbury with a de- 
tective and unearthed a coffin sup to 
contain tne body of Joseph Clark, The body 
had ap Aden fs been sold, and the coflin, 
which was empty, was brought to Boston.

LANSING, Mich., April 10.—[Special.]—Ia

Water-Works act so as to permit extensiun of 
the service to the suburbs; fixing the salary 
of the Auditor-General at $2,000 and cutting 
off all other pay except for actual traveling 
expenses when off on d : 
also the following Senate bills: 
appropriating $6,000 for books for the State 
library; giving the alumni of Albion Col- 
lege power to elect three of the trustees of 
that institution; and the bill making mar- 
riages void in certain cases. This bill was 
amended so that the fruit of such marriages 
shall not be illegitimatized. There was a de- 
termined effort made by some of the so-called 


economizers to strike out some important 
portions of the appropriauons for the 
School for the Blind, but the cheese- 


paring scheme was defeated. There was a 
very warm discussion on the joint resolution 
for an extension of the time for the comple-— 
tion of the Marquette, Houghton & L’ Anse 
Railway, but no vote was reached.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 10.—Several news- 
papers have recently published a statement 
that an alleged pardon broker had agreed 
for the sum. of $100 each to procure from 
Gov. Blackburn pardons for thirteen women 
indicted in Lexington for keeping disorderly 
houses. Gov. Blackburn today stated that 
he knew of the indictments and the effects 
that would probably follow sensational 
trials in the courts.

DO LEGISLATURES LEGISLATE! 

The Illinois Legisiature has been in session 
since the first Wednesday in January. It has 
not in the three months that have lapsed 
passed a single bill of the least importance. 
All that has been accomplished is the pas- 
sage of the measure accelerating the pay- 
ment of their own salaries. Legislation of 
the highest importance waits on their pleas- 
ure. Public opinion and the public interest 
unite in asking that an efficient road law be 


enacted to put. an end to our semi-annual . 


mud blockades; that a uniform license law 
be passed to regtilate the manufacture of 
drtinkenness ; and that the criminal law with 
regard to juries, continuances, and changes 
of venue be so amended as to break up the 
monopoly of our courts now enjoyed by the 
criminal aristocracy. ‘These meastires are 
moving along at a rate which does not prom- 
ise any speedy arfival at their destination in 
the statute-books. 

This is not a state of things peculiar to 
Illinois. The Legislature of New Jersey has 
just adjourned, leaving upon its tables as 
unfinished business all the important mat- 
ters that came before it for consideration. 
Some of these, like the law proposed to tax 
the property of the railroads, were urged by 
& unanimous public opinien and recom- 
| mended by the State authorities, but the tor- 
+ pidity of the legislative liver was incurable. 
The work of the Wisconsin Legislature was 
insignificant. The Pennsylvania Solons have 
been sitting twelve weeks, and have passed 
but twelve bills. Five of these have been 
vetoed. Seven hundred bills remain to be 
considered. -The same incapacity marks the 
record of the New York Legislature, which 
has an abundance of work before it, including 
projects of such interest as a new aqueduct 
and the reformation of the scahdaious RKe- 
eéivership system. But about all it has so 
far accomplished has been the passage of the 
bill to reduce the elevated railroad fares to 
five cents. This did not originate with the 
present Legislature, and its toil was promptly 
annihilated by Gov. Cleveland’s veto. 

The paw-sucking hibernation of the State 
legisiators is buta faithful imitation of the 
do-nothingativeness of the National Con- 
gress. That body succeeded in accomplish- 
ing no first-class lawmaking except on the 
tariff, and that was first-class only by virtue 
of the inrportance of the subject. Its execu- 
tion was below third-class. Even from Great 
Britain come deep complaints of the inef- 
tictency of Parliament, and the London Times 
in a recent article avows that the debates in 
the House of Commons are losing their in- 
terest, and that the public listen with much 
greater eagerness to the speeches made out- 
side the walls of Westminster. 

What these legislators need is some prod- 
ding from the goads of public opinion. The 
invention of Common Councils, Assemblies, 
Senates, Congresses, and Parliaments, and of 
representation of the people in them by 
election was such an improvement in gov- 
ernmental machinery thatthe people have put 
an ¢@xtravagant trust in their efficiency. 
Having elected their representatives they 
have rested on a serene satisfaction with 
duty done. The work for which the repre- 
sentatives were elected in city, county, State, 
or Nation they have expected would follow 
automatically from the perfected mechanism 
of free government. The resuit is rapidly 
proving that what they have relied onis but 
machinery, and that the force todrive it must 
after all be suppiied by the people them- 
selves. 

The practical remedy it is easy to point 
out, and it is easy to apply, if the public care 
at all aboutit. Ifthe farmers of this State 
do not care enough about a good road law to 
write to their representatives about it, to 
hold meetings about it, to telegraph them 
about it, they meed not expect to get ft. 
Nine-tenths of the people of Illinois believe 
the regulation of the liquor trade ts a much 
more fmportant matter than the quarantine 
on the Mississippi River against yellow- 
fever. The majority in favor of this legisla- 
tion is so overwhelming that if the Legis- 
Jature fail to pass the law it will be attribu- 
table solely to the want of pressure from the 
publie. Public opinion is just as clear in its 
approval of the criminallaw reform, but 
public opinion in repose is not an active 
force in legislation. If the Legislature of 
Lilinois does not legislate on these important 
matters, behind their failure and culpability 
will be the failure and culpability of the peo- 


A PULPIT CENSORSHIP.

The daily press of Chicago may be said to 
compare favorably with thie press of any 
otner patt of the country. It is free from 
abuses, free from the weaknesses ineidenta! 
to the business, and more closely devoted to 
the encouragement and promotion of public 
morality and decency than tiie press of any 
large city on the continent. 

There is a wide difference of opinion be- 
tween what is demanded as public morality 
by the clergy and what is deemed necessary 
by the great human family. The newspa- 
‘pers are not the organs of sectarian morals; 
their usefulness as teachers and guides 
would be destroyed by their persistent va- 
riance and conflicting theories. ‘The news- 
papers teach a broader morality, something 
not too pure for ordinary mortals, 
but something appealing to the con- 
mon sense and generous sympathies 
of mankind. The result is that they 
have a larger audience than the pulpit, 
and exercise a greater control as teachers of 
morais, and as moral guides, than is 6xer- 
cised by the more contracted influence of 
the pulpit. Each in fits way performs its 
proper office, but the pulpit is no longer a 
recognized censor of the press, ahd when ft 
attempts to act as such It impresses no person 
with its authority, but, its authority being 
disregarded, its censorship falls into con- 
tempt. If the coming eonference proposes 
to establish aw elerical censorship it ts des 
tined to prove a failure, and as the failure 
will be largely due to the impertinence of 
the attempt the effect will not tend to ele- 
yate public respect for the clergy nor to in- 
crease their influence as ministers and teach- 
ers of public morality. 
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THE LOCAL LABOR STRIKES. 

The pending strike of the stonemasons and 
bricklayers and the threatened strike of the 
house-painters seem both to\ be due to the 
fundamental error of the trades-union sys- 
tem—viz.: The demarntefor a uniform rate of 
pay regardless of the skill and industry of 
the individual workman. ‘The master-ma- 
sons and master-painters contend that they 
are willimg and would be glad to pay the 
highest rate demanded by the union for first- 
class workmen, but that they cannct in jus- 
tice to themselves pay that price to inferior 
workmen. We are not prepared to express 
any opinion -s to whether the wages de- 
manded by the union are excessive or not, 
nor as to the ability of the bosses to pay the 
same and reserve a proper margin for risks, 
delays, and reasonable profits. That is a 
matter which might be determined by evl- 
dence and adjusted by arbitration upon an 
agreed basis between employers and em- 
ployés. But there can never be a thor- 
ough and enduring agreement betWeen 
these two classes so long as the trades 
unions refuse to make any distinc 
tion in the varying quality and com- 
parative results of workmanship. A master- 
mason can better afford to pay an expe- 
rienced, quick, industrious, and. expert 
bricklayer $4 a day than to pay a slow, 
clumsy, lazy, and indifferent workman $3.50 
aday. If the latter does not accomplish 
more jhan three-quarters as much work as 
the former, and if the smaller amount of 
work when completed is also inferior in 
quality, then it is clear that the $4 payment 
is a better investment than the $3.50 pay- 
ment. But the trades,union refases to rec- 
ognize this plain principle of economy, and 
insists that the highest rate of wages shall 
be paid to the poorest as well as to the best 
workman. ‘The trades union is thus an or- 
ganization for the protection of inferior 
workmen, and to that extent i promotes in- 
difference, aziness, ard shiftlesness, and 
eliminates the ambition to excel which fol- 
lows a proper distribution of rewards. 

The advocates of the trades-union system 


| may reply that organization is not practicable 


except upon a uniform basis of wages and 
conditions. That may be true, but the prin- 
ciple remains that poor workmanship is not 
worth so much as good workmanship, and 
where the rate of pay is the same the only 


way in which the besses can protect them- | 


se)ves is to agree to what they estimate as an 
average rate between good and poor work- 
If employers ean afford to pay fora 
certain line of work $4 a day to first-class 
men, $3.50 to fair workmen, and only $3 to 
slow and clumsy hands, then they can only 
agree to pay, say, 35.50 to aRalike. They 
certainly cannot afford to pay $4 a day to 
men who render only $3 werth of service. 
This system of averaging the pay according 
to the average of the work is undoubtedly a 
hardship to the skillful workmen, but it isa 
hardship which they must blame upon the 
trades union and not upon the bosses. 
Outside the trades unions men demand 
and receive pay according to the valne 
of their services. The man who works 
rapidiy and skillfully commands more re- 
muneration than he who works slowly and 
bunglingly. ‘The value of work is always 
determined byfts product. So long as the 
trades unions deny this economical axiom 
they will strive in vain to secure permanent- 
ly the highest rate of pay warranted by the 
conditions of supply and demand. There 
may be times when the bosses will yield to 
the trades unions in unreasonable exactions 
requiring the highest wages for all grades of 
workmanship, but it will only be for the pur- 
pose of tiding over emergencies. The law of 
compensation demands that an average be 
struck which shall save the employer from 
loss of the excess he pays the poor workman 
by cutting down the wages of the good werk- 


| man. Under this rule the good workman is 


constantly making a personal sacrifice for 
the benefit of the poor workman—the con- 
scientious and industrious man always sup- 
plying the deficiéncies of the shirker—but 
the injustice is due to the system insisted 
upon by the trades union and not to the em- 
ployer. 


GRAIN-HANDLING IN NEW YORE AND 
MONTREAL. 

A communication in the New York Herald, 
written by somebody who displays thorough 
know!edge on the subject, directs public at- 
tention to the danger to New York of losing 
its grain tradein consequence of excessive 
charges. ‘The comparative tables showing 
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‘| cleaning, and delivering at New York, $14.50; 


‘the charges in Buifalo, New York, and Mont | 


real certainly denote the probable diversion 
of a large part of the grain-handling for for- 
eign shipment to the Welland-Canal route, 
and the rates which it is proposed to estab- 
itsh by law through a bill passed by the New 
York Legislature will not help matters. 

The comparative charges for handling and 
transfprring 1,000 bushels at present figure 
up as follows: In Buffalo, $15.25 for trim- 
ming, elevating, and cleaning, and in New 
York $19.50 for the same work. Add to 
these charges $2 for the scalper’s fee in But- 
falo, and the total expense of handling the 
grain in the two cities is $36.75. The actual 
cost of doing the work in the two cities fs 
less than $10, which gives the elevators and 
their associates in the business a profit of 
about $26 on every 1,000 bushels handlea. 
The tota! charges on grain shipped to Europe 
via the Welland Canal, requiring only one 
transfer at Montreal, are stated to be $9 per 
1,000 bushels, which inelades trimming in, 
trimming out, and elevating. This makes a 
difference of $27.75 in favor of the Montreal 
route, or two and three-quarter cents per 
bushel less by the Canadian canal than by 
way of the Erie Canal to New Nork. Tlie 
rates under the new Higgins bili will be as 
follows per 1,000 bashels: For transferring 
at Buffalo, $10.25; for elevating, weighing, 
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total, $24.75, which is stilt $15.75 more than 
the same charges by the Canadian route. _ 

If this condition of things lasts there is no 
doubt that New York will lose a large part 
of the grain trade it now does, especially as 
the difference in time is also ih favor of the 
Canadian route. Grain shipped froth Chi- 
cago via the Welland Canal wil! reach Mont- 
real about the sameé time if will reach Roeh- 
ester on its way to New York.. The Buffalo 
and New York charges ate undoubtedly ex- 
cessive; even the proposed rates under the 
new law are stated to yield $15.2 more than 
the actual cest of handling and transferring 
at the two points. Of course New York will 
continue to have the advantage of exchanges, 
for the profits on the grain shipped from the 
West are largely expended in Eastern pur- 
chases, but this advantage will searcely off- 
set the large difference in charges on the 
grain. If New York desires to retain its 
share of the grain frade it will need to estab- 
lish even a lowér fate of charges for han- 
diing than it is proposed to fix by law. 

Chicago’s interest in the matter is, of 
course, mote ¢losély allied with New York 
than with Montreal by reason of mutual ex- 
changes, but the bond is not strong enough 
to encourage the shipment by way of New 
York under excessive charges. For the 
Montreal route Milwaukee, Toledo, and other 
lake points will have eqtal advantages with 
Chicago, whereas the tatter has superior 
facilities for doing business with New York. 
Nevertheless, Chicage will always be able to 
hold its trade by! the impulse of spectiation 
at this point, the energy of its merchants, 
and the completeness of its arrangements 
for doing the business. This has been 
demonstrated by the sharp competition which 
the cross-rallroads have offered of late years 
for cutting off Chieago, in spite’ of which 
Chieago has always beeh able-to hold its 
own; Chicago will likewise be able to take 
care of itself if New York permits Mont- 
réal to secure a large part of the former’s 
grain business. 


MME. NILSSON IN A NEW ROLE. 

The deteriorating effect of the new doc 
trines of physical culture, which is rapidly 
making headway among the élite of New 
York and Boston, and threatening to usurp 
the place of the extraordinary literary and 
artistic performances of the esthetic leaders, 
is shownin the case of Mme. Nilsson, the 
prima donna. This esteemed lady and fa 
vorit singer has publiely placed herself upon 
record as intending “to punch the head” of 
that martial impresario, Col. Mapleson, who 
is just now at the head of a rival establish- 
ment led by Patti. In advocating the superior 
merits of his prima donna he has aroused the 
ire of the fair Berserker by disparaging her 
artistic reputation and ability and passing 
some severe criticisms upon her temper. 

In reply to these criticisms Mme. Nilsson 
leads up ina gentle crescendo to a deadly 
explosion. She commences by deriding his 
title of Colonel, which he ostentatiously uses 
upon his cards, and hisses in his face that 
there are 50,000 Colonels like him in England, 
whose martial exploits have been confined 
to greenrooms in squabbling with actresses, 
or to barrooms and club-houses. Maple 
son had said she had fgur operas 
in ner répertoire. Mme. Nilsson has 
not been playing poker for nothing with 
Abbey on the Western plains. She will see 
him ever on the four, and she will bet him 
$10,000 on fours up to sixteen. She now 
rapidly climbs the gamut. Heisa liar—worse 
than that, he is a fantastic liar, whatever 
that may be. It is not very clear in English, 
but it is possible that in the Swedish mind 
there is some occult significance in the term 
which invests it with extreme bitterness. A 
note higher, and we find that he is bak? 
headed. Had she left the epithet without 
any further explanation it would not have 
been very forcible, for- many Dbald-headed 
men are very good men, and if absence of 
hair implies absence of virtue then babies, 


whe are usually born hairless as jugs, must 


be monsters of viciousness. We all know 
this is not so. There is, indeed, a legend com- 
mon to all peoples: that baldness is fre- 
quently oecasioned by early piety. If Mme. 
Nilsson had [eft her epithet without qualifi- 
cation it would naturally have brought sor- 
row to many bald-headed souls, and would 
have caused a coolness between many ven- 
erable and excellent men, who happen 
to be smooth-pated, and herself. It 
is evident, however, that she did not 
intend to stigmatize all baidness= as 
disreptuabie, but sinyply Col. Maplesen’s 
baldness, which she does not hesitate te say 
was occasioned by his improprieties and gen- 
erally sinful eareer. In plain words, she 
sets him down as a hoary debauché and 
hairless Lothario, and even fntimates that 
many wili remember his dizzy careering 
when he was known as “ Jim,’’ instead of 
Colonel in her Majesty’s service-and im- 
presario of her Majesty’s Opera. The ex- 
planation relieves Mme. Nilsson to a certain 
extent from intending to injure the feel- 
Ings of bald-headed men, and yet we are 
afraid that many of the class who are very 
sensitive will not be found in the front rows 
hereafter when she sings, where in their de- 
votion to art they have braved the seorn of 
the well-haired, the taunting comparison of 
their shining tops to billiard-balls, and re- 
mote,alfusions to the barefooted condition of 
their eaputs. 

Mme. Nilsson, however, sounds her wt de 
pottrine when she solemnly declares her fn- 
tention of punching the head of “Jim.”” We 
quote her own words: “I will punch his 
head. He and I will go to war together, only 
two of us, out ina big field like Waterioo, 
and we'll fight.”” Considered merely as an 
abstract woman, Mme. Nilsson is not singu- 
lar In this martial declaration. There are 
well-attested cases on record where women 
have pinehed the male head with fist, 
broom, and poker, and where men have 
served the purpose of mops, Unguestion- 
ably if we knew thé real secret of much of 
the male baldness, and their apparently com- 
plete divergenee from the characteristics of 
their Simian ancestry, it would be found to 
Hie not so much in their attainment to what 
Darwin would have esteemed the highest 
type of the evolutionary process as in the 
ruthless determination of lovely woman to 
snatch them bald-headed as a prominent 
factor in the diseiplinary regimen of the 
househoid. Indeed, Mme. Nilsson. would 
plainly have us believe that such is the cage 


with “Jim,” as his wife, she says, never . 


travels with him. We also know that there 
have been many martial women in history, 
like the Amazons, Semiramis, Brunhilde, 
Boadicea, and the late Zenobia, but this is 
the first case, we believe, in the legends of 
the operatic stage where the prima donna has 
ever proposed to defend herself by punch- 
ing the head ofany one. Sometimes they 
take revenge upon a manager by having a 
sore throat, and they often annoy him by 
carrying husbands, monkeys, mothers, par- 
rots, lovers, alligators, and other such truck 
with them, and making him pay their travel- 
ing expenses. They fight with- each other 
sometimes, but their demonstrations are 
usually confined to making faces and calling 
each other horrid things, and, where the 


fracas is unusually deadly, tearing their own 


hair out and squealing. 

There is no question that Mme. Nilsson has 
the best of the dispute between herself and 
“Jim,” for she has reduced the questidp to 
the argumentum ad hominem ané plainly 
stated her decision: She will taik no more. 
She will simply punch his héad, and when 
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she calls him out into “a big field lke 
Waterloo” he has ho resourée left but to go 
and have his. hedd putiched, That she is 
capable of doing it in a fair, stand-up fight 
there is fo question. Mer valor has been 
tested on more than one occasion upon 
phiegmatiec flute-pleying Teutons who have 
marred the obligato to her “ Lucia” mad 
scene, and the terrific entountér with the 
piano-stool, in which ft was knocked comi- 
pletely off its pins and failed to come to time 
in the second round, ts yet fresh in the mem- 
ories of many Chicageans who were wit- 
nesses of that breezy mill. Should the beél- 


and thie Colonel emerge from it with a 
punched héad, there will not be wanting many 
votaries of the opera, who had it played upon 
them very finely by “Jim” last winter in 
this city, ready to dppland the tunefal Am- 
azon.

Commenting upon the 
memorial the Paris Univers very aptly sug-

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glish savants bow Mr. Gladstone would déal with 

a petition of French savants in favor of some 
Fenian—the latter being, however. less guilty 
than Krapotx«ine, for be would not bave abused 
foreign hospitality; but might claim to be de- 
fending his country, oppressed for centuries. 

The most serious obstacle which stands in 
the way of Prince Krapotkine’s pardon will 
evidently be his own declaration, made dur- 
ing his trial, whieh was to the effect that he 
is an anarchist; that he is in faver of the 
suspension of all labor, and the abolition of 
the rights of property, of the family, and of 
religion; that he ie the enemy of all Govern- 
ments; and that he favors the destruction of 
soctety by force. In his own appeal he pre 
dicted the overthrow of seciety within ten 
years. It is plain to see that a pardon might 
be granted conditiowal upon fis severance 
from the anarchists and his disayvowal of 
their doctrines; but, unless he should take 
such a position, there does not seem to be 
any good reason why the mere fact of -his 
scientific attainments should entitle him to 
release and a return to the seciety he is do 
ing all he can to overthrow and destroy. Qn 
the other hand, hfs infeTlectual ability only 
makes him the more dangerous, as it enables 
him to organize and influence large masses 
of ignorant men.

BRITISH NEWS. 
IN THE COMMONS. 

Loxpon, ‘Aprii 10,—In the Commons 
O’Connor Power, member from Mayo, moved 
a resolution forthe relief of Lrish distress. 
The scheme proposes the expenditure of 
£5,000,000 for promoting home colonization. 
This sum is to be advanced by the Treasury, 
and the charge of repayment fall 
primarily on the land sttled under the 
scheme, and then by way of security on fhe 
assessable property of Ireland in such a way 
that the Treasury shal! lose nothing.

THE NETHERLANDS. 
A MEMORABLE OCCASION. 

Derr, April 10.—The tercentenary of the 
birth of Hugo Grotius was celebrated today 
by a public meeting. The Prince of Orange 
presided. A wreath of immortelles was 
placed upon the tombin the Gothic Church. 

[Hugo De Groot, who followed the practice of 
scholars of his age and Latinized his name, was 
born in Delft, Holland, April 10, 1583, and died 
Aug. 28, 1645. He entered the University of 
Leyden at the age of 12, and tmree years later 
publistted a critical work and was made an 
attaché of Barneveldt’s Embassy from the 
Dutch States to Henry IV. of France. His 
promotion in the public service was 
asrapid as his knowledge of classical litera- 
ture was astonishing. When only 2 he pub- 
lished a treatise on “ The Freedom of the Seas,”’ 
and two years later a dissertation on ** The An- 
tiquity of the Batavian Republic.”” In 1613 he 
was elected Pensionary of Rotterdam for life, 
and was sent on a diplomatic mission to Hna- 
giand. Shortly afterwards he became involved 
in a religious dispute which culminated in 
a civil war and the arrest of Barneveldt, 
Grotius, end Hoogarbetz, who had defended and 
supported the then almost unkaown idea of re- 
ligious toleration. Barneveldt was condemned 
to death and the others to imprisonment for life. 
While in prison Grotius devoted his 
time to the study of theology and 
began bis celebrated “Annotations on 
the Gospels” and his @veh more famous 
treatise on the truth of the Ohristian religion. 
After two years’ imprisonment Grotius effected 
his escape by being carried of his jail in a 
chest. He went to France, where he wrote his 
great work on “ Rights of Péace and War.” In 
1681 he was allowed to: return to Hol- 
land, but, finding no security acainst 
newed persecution, he left his native country 
for ever. Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden had 
been greatly impressed by the sturdy independ- 
ence of Grotius, and made overtures to him to 
visit Stockhoim. After the death of Gustavus 
these overtures were renewed by the Chancei- 
lor Oxeustiern, and Grotius in 1635 became the 
Swedish representative at the Court of France. 
This position be filled for ten years. Grotius 
has been called “the father of international 
law,” and was certainly the first to investigate 
the principles of that law and to attempt to re- 
duce them toa science. He was 4 voluminous 
writer, principally upon theology and law, and 
many of his works have been transiated into 
English, French, and German. The people of 
Holland look upon Grotius with a reverence 
hardly second to that entertained for the great 
schoiar Erasmus, or that which is feit for the 
great Stadtholder William.)

KissIMMEE, Fla., April 10.—|Special.|—On 

steamer Okachabee, Lake ‘Topapakalala, 

Fla.: The President, after putting off from 

Kissimmee City yesterday afternoon, went 

to the outlet of the lake, where, at 5:30, he 

took Capt. Rose’s dugout and cast a 

fly in Limel River, where a quick

A MANIAC HUSBAND. 

HE KILLS HIS WIFE IN A DRUNKEN FRENZY. 

New York, April 10.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Rebecca Bruggy, 35 years ef age, who was 
shot in the rignt breast by her husband, 
Franklin M. Bruggy, at midnignt, at their 
residence, No. 343 West Third street, died at 
ten minutes to 2 o’clock this afternoon at 


Roosevelt Hospital. Bruggy was arrested 
and locked up in the Forty-seventh Street 
Station-Honuse. The prisoner married the 
deceased less than a year ago. Since their 
marriage the husband has acted very strange- 
ly. and became abnormally jealous of his 
wife, so much so that he continually up- 
braided her for faneciéd dereliction. 
lt seems that Franklin W. Brugegy 
came home, found his wife in 
bed and abused her first therefor and then 
quarreled with her on other scores. She 
tried to pacify him without avail. He picked 
up his revolver, which Was lying on the 
@nantelpiece, and pointed ft at her. Mrs. 
Bruggy jumped from bed and ran from 
the room, shutting the door between 
her and her maniac husband. e fired 
through the door, and the ball entered her 
right breast, inflicting ‘a deadly wound. 
Joseph Read, a brother of the injured wom- 
au,who was in an adjoining apartment, came 
as ‘quickly as possibie to the assistance of his 
injured sister. The revolver was a Smith 
& Wesson pattern, carrying a 38-calibre 
cartridge. It was found on the floor, with 
one chamber empty and one of the cartridges 
nicked as if the trigger had been pulled 
twice but nad missed fire. Bruggy was 
drunk when the shooting oecurred, 


NUMISMATICAT. 
RARE COINS BRING HIGH PRICES AT AUC- 
TION. 

New York, April 10.—[Speeial.|;—A nu- 
mismatical cdliection from Philadelphia, 
which included a fine set of United States 
dimes and half-dimes, some rare pattern 
pieces, and a collection, almost eomplete, of 
Confederate notes, was sold at auction in this 
city today for very good prices. The 
highest price was paid fora half-dime of 
1804, which brought $400. Coins of this date 
are so rare that even ‘the cabinet of the 
United States mint is without a specimen, 
and the piece sold yesterday was the finest 
of the few known. Other hait-dines 
brought prices ranging from a few 
cents to $30, the latter pricé being paid fora 
very handsome and uncirculated specimen of 
17%, A very handsome uncirculated half- 
dime of 1704 brougnt $21.50, and a coin of the 
same denomination of 1797 sold for $25. The 
dimes brought prices which ranged 
down from is price was obtained 
for a specimen of 1798, which had been se- 
cured in Europe, and is uncireulated and one 
of nest coins of date extant, 
and also for a dime of 1809, which 
is one of the finest of that date 
ever offered at auction. A cent of 1793 
brought $23; an inferior specimen of the 
same date $15, and the same price was paid 
for a specimen of IS41. A rare silver dollar 
of 1858 and one of 1852 brought respectively 
$28 and $26, 


A MILD SCARE 
OVER A STILL MILDER “INFERNAL 
CHINE.” 

New York, April 10.—[Special. |—The 
disciples of the dynamite school are apparent- 
ly not confining their labors to England, but 
seem to be making modest experiments 
with infernal machines in this city as 
well. Last evening about 7 o’clock the 
baskets underneath the package-drops in the 
post-office. were emptied as usual into the 
chute which conveys the packages to the 
basement, where they are sorted for mailing 
and directing. As the contents of one of the 
baskets rattled through the chute «a 
smothered report was heard, like the ex- 
plosion of gunpowder in a_ confined 
space, and the startled clerks below 
discovered that one of the packages had éx- 


MA- 


ploded at one end. It was a small box 


about three inches long by three wide and 
an inch in depth, and was wrapped in 
brown paper, upon which the  ad- 
dress was heatly printed with a pee. 
The box was directed to “Miss 
Gould, cate Miss Comstock, 32 West. Fortieth 
street, N. ¥.C.,” and investigation showed 
that it was a mild type of an infernal ma- 
chine, the noise of which upon explosion 
might frighten a person, but which would 
not be liable to Oo any more. se- 
rious harm. ‘The box {ftself was originally 
an ink-eraser box, which had been cut 
down. to the proper size and so arranged 
that a section slid into the main 
package, making a sort of rude 
draw. in this draw was found, after the 
explosion, a small paper-box, such as is used 
to pack paper-caps for toy pistols. ‘There 
was also 4 small steel instrument, consisting 
of a lever working ona stiff spring. Post- 
master Pearson’s theory is that the spring 
was intended to explode a paper cap, which 
in its turn was to explode the box of caps, 
amd that when the packagé went tumbling 
down the chute it was struck by a heavier 
bundle and spring was pre 
maturely realeased “hé explosion 
was heavy enough to blow off the 
paper covering of the “drawer” in which 
the caps were placed, but no other damage 
was inflicted on the box, Which proves that 
the explosive agent could not have been very 
powertul. There is nothing to suggest a clew 
as to the sender of the box, and the con viction is 
that it was either the work of a “crank,” or 
of some one who regarded his scheme in the 
light of a practical — Miss Comstock 
keeps a private school at No. 32 West For- 
tieth street, and when the news 
of the ** infernal machine ’’ was 
made public today the rumor was 
quickly spread in Wall street that the box 
was intended for Miss Nellie Gould, the 
daughter of Jay Gould. This report gave to 
the attempt to mail the box an important 
significance, until Washington Connor 

uleted the ramor by declaring positively 
that Miss Nellie Gould is not a pupil at Miss 
Comstoek’s school, but pursues her studies 
at home. 

Investigation at the school of Miss Com- 
stock and a conversation with a young lad 
pupil there—not the daughter of Jay Gout 
—<ileveioped the follow probable explana- 
tion of the _ infern machine: Miss 
Gould said that she had asked a 
Iriend to send her a_ burgiar-aiarm, 
whieh she wish to take to her home in 
New York, and he had promised todo so. 
She declined to give the name of her friend, 
but said that he was a young man. Thesup- 
eer infernal machine was 

urgiar alarm, a _—itrifl bit of 
mechanism, simple and harmiess enough 
in itself, and the young man foolishly 
sending it through the mail n nly vio- 
lated a law which forbids the sending 
ot explosive substances in this manner, but 
had also caused someth of a sensation 
among post-ofiice clerks police oflicers.

The Criminal Court—The Trouble Ex- 
perienced in Getting a Jury in the 
Hog-Stealing Cases. 

The task of selecting a jury for the trial of 
Andrew Rider and John Sheridan. for hog- 
stealing at the Stock-Yards occupied the 
attention of Judge Barnum’s court yes- 
terday, and at the time of adjourn- 
ment eight jurors had been sworn 
in. There were six counts in the indictment 
against the men, and the Judge decided that 
the State must select which counts the de- 
fendants would be tried under. The State 
then entered a nolle prosequi as to the first, 
second, fifth, and sixth counts, and decided 
to go to trial on the third and fourth counts, 
charging the defendants with stealing and 
concealing 500 hogs belonging to the Union 
Stock-Yards and Transit-Company. 

The regular panel of jurors was nearly ex- 
hausted Monday evening, and Judge Bar- 
num ordered a special venire of fifty to be 
broughtin yesterday morning. Counsel for 
the defense objected to this, on the ground 
that the rezular panel was not exhausted at 
the time the special venire was ordered. 
When the last man on the regular pane! was 
called, a special Bailiff should be sent to 
bring in the venire, instead of the Sherilff. 
Mr. O’ Brien said that his experience with the 
Sheriff’s special venires had been that they 
were mainly made up of foreigners who 
were unable to speak English, and hence in- 
competent to understand acase intelligently. 
The court held that when a panel is reduced 
to less than twelve men it is exhausted, and 
overruled Mr. O’ Brien’s motion to discharge 
the special venire then in court.

RETURNED STATESMEN. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ili. April 10.—[Special.]—There 
were very few empty benches in the Senate this 
morning, most of the statesmen baving returned 

and resumed their usual places. Even Ruger 
was found at’ his post. Senator Waiker, who 
hasn't been here for as much as two weeks, came 
to the front immediately after prayers as big as 
life with a bill to appropriate $135,000 for the 
erection of an additional building to the Jack- 
sonville Insane Asylum. 

APPELLATE COURT DECISIONS, 

Senator Sunderiand introduced a bill to pro- 
vide for brief written opinions by the Appellate 
Court in cases where the judgment of the lower 
court is affirmed. At present the court writes 
its opinions only where it reverses the judgment 
of the court below. Where the judgment is af- 
tirmed the appellant is in blissful ignorance as 
to the merits of his case, if it has any, as viewed 
by the court, or on what points the appeal may 
be carried up to the Supreme Wourt. The ob- 
ject of the bill is to enable him to obtain this 
information. 

DAM VICTIMS. 

The Legisiature in 1879 appropriated $555 to 
Hiram W. White for damages to lands and other 
property sustained by the construction of the 
Henry and New Maten dams: $1,900 for the 
same reason to William Alien, the $294 to Jacov 
and Nicholas Lucinger. The appropriations 
have since lapsed into and Treasury. Senator 
Shaw and Farmer Whiting introduced three 
bills early this session to reappropriate the fore- 
going sums, and the bills were now ordered to 
third reading without amendment. 

ENCOURAGING OOMPETITION.

IDIOTS AND LUNATICS. 

The bill to revise the law in relation to idiots, 
drunkards, and spendthrifts was amended and 
ordered to third reading. It provides that when- 
ever any idiot, lunatic, or distracted person bas 
any estate, real or personal, or when any per- 
son, by excessive drinking, gaming, idleness, or 
debauchery of any kind, so spends, wastes, or 
lessens his estate as to expose himself or his 
family to want or suffering, or any county, 
town, or incorporated city, town, or village to 
any charge or expense for the support of him- 
self or his family, the County Court of the coun- 
ty iu which such person lives shali,on the ap- 
plication of any reiative or creditor, or if there 
be neither relative nor creditor, then any per- 
son living in such county, order a jury to be 
summoned to ascertain whether such person be 
idiot, hunatic, or distracted, a drunkard, or such 
spendthbrift; andif the jury find in their ver- 
dict that such person is idiot, ‘lunatic, or dis- 
tracted, or drunkard, or so spenda, wastes, or 
lessens his estate, it shall be the duty of the 
court to appoint some fit person as a conserva- 
tor. 

tAILROAD EMPLOYES. 

Considerable discussion arose over this bili 
making it the duty of ali railroad companies, 
corporations, or associations owning or operat- 
ing any railroad in this State to pay outof the 
earnings of its road so owned or operated its 
laborers in its worksbops, repairing its track 
or other property, and employés engaged in 
operating its trains upon its tracks or at its sta- 
tions, and all persuns whu may furnish material 
for operating such road, orfor the repair of its 
rolling-stock. The bill affects especially the 
Wabash Road in this State, which is in arrears 
for pay due itsemployés. It provides that all 
laborers and employés on railroads in this State 
not classed as officers of the company, and all 
persons who shall turnish materials to be used 
in operating any railroad or repairing the roll- 
ing-stock of the same, sball bave a firat lien 
upon the roiling-stock and personal property in 
the bands of or being used by such rail- 
ruad company in operating its railroad, from 
the time such service or iabor is rendered or 
materials furuished, and the lien hereby created 
shall not be in any manner impaired in its force 
or effect by any chattel mortgage executed aft- 
er this sbull pass una go into force; and that 
such lien may be enforced in Justices of the 
Peace Courts to the amount of $200, and the 
proceedings shall be as in attachment, except 
no bond shall be required of the-piaintiff, and us 
many parties having lien claims upon any such 
railroad may join in such suit as desire, not to 
exceed in the aggregate amount che jurisdiction 
of the Justice Court. The bill aiso provides that 
if any railrond company shall fail to comply 
with the first section of the bill for fifteen days 
the employés may recover 25 per cent in addi- 
tion to the umount due, and 50 per cent if pay- 
ment is, delayed thirty days. An effort was 
made to cutout the provision making wages 
due a lien on the property, but this failed. 

Discussion on the bill contiuues at great 
length. The proposigon to strike out the clause 
giving employés the 25 and 5U per cent addition- 
al on suit being instituted, and also one to strike 
out the emergency clause, were accepted, but 
otherwise there was no change in the bill, and 
it Was ordered to third reading. 

PUBLIC FUNDS. ' 

The vill to repeal the law requiring officers 
having custody of public funds to publish an- 
nual statements was ordered to thira reading 
after refusal to strike out the enacting clause.

Latest Legal Decisions, 

The following is an abstract of some of the 
more important legal decisions recenély ren- 
dered in Federal and State courts: 

BOARD OF TRADE-TELEGRAPHIC RIGHTS— 
THIRD PARTIES—INJUNCTIOUN—EX PARTE 
—DISSOLUTION—ANSWERS. 

A telegraph company supplied grain quota- 
tions from the exchauge rooms of the Chicago 
Board of Trade to an outside organization, and 
whea the company was required by the Board 
of Trade to refrain from sending these quota- 
tions, and was about to break the connection 
between the two exchange rooms, an injunction 
was applied for and procured by which the tele- 
graph company wus restrain from severing 
the conpection and the Board of Trade forbid- 
den to interfere with the transmission of the 
quotations, This injunction was granted with- 
out notice to cithner of the detendants. In this 
case, Metropolitan Giain and Stock Exchange 
vs. Chicago Board of Trade, in the United States 
Vircuit Court for the Northern District of Lili- 
nois,'in dissolving the injunction and dismissing 
the bill, Judge Blodgett said: **(1) The com- 
plainant insists that the public bave a right to 
the information afforded by the market reports, 
and that because these two defendants are cor- 
porations the Board of Trade is obliged to allow 
reporters on its floor, and the telegraph com- 
pany is obliged to transmit such reports 
ty whoever requires them and is willing to 

avy tor them. The Board of Trade 
8a private corporation only. It exercises no 
public franchise which clothes it with any pub- 
lic duty. Itis only an association of merchants 
dealing in the products of the country, who, 
solely for their own convenience, provide a room 
where they meet to transact business. They 
have the right to exclude all other persons from 
the meetings of the bourd, or to admit only such 
as they choose. The telegraph company enjoys 
its privileges only at the will and sufferance of 
the board, and there can be no doubt that this 
privilege can be withdrawn at any time; and it 
follows, necessarily, that when thew board ex- 
cludes the telegraph company, it cannot any 
longer transmit the reports of prices to the com- 
plainants. (2) As this injunction was granted 
without notice, a motion for its dissolution will 
be heard before the answer to the bill is filed.”’ 

1, CONTRACT—DRUNKENNESS—BENEFITS RE- 
CEIVED, 2% MONEY—INTEREST ON COU- 
PONS. 

A man who was addicted to the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors to the extent that it produced d*- 
lirlum tremens, whilst drunk borrowed moncy 
and gave bis bond, to which were attached inter- 
est coupons. These coupons provided that if 
they were not paid at maturity interest at the 
rate of that on the bond, 10 per cent, should be 
paid on them. The money was paid, not at 
the time of the making of the bond, but 
atterwards, when the borrowerwas sober. In 
this case, Hawley vs. Howell, the Supreme Court 
of lowa, in sustaining the contract, tbrough 
Jndge Rothrock, said: “(1) Without determining 
whether the defendant can be heard to complain 
without making restitution of the mooey re- 
ceived, we think that, whatever his state of 
mind was atthe time he executed the several 
instruments which evidence the contract, be 
was fully aware of its nature and effect when 
the draft was received and the money disposed 
of with his consent and by his direction. [t is 
said that part of the money was expended in 
puying judgments which were not legally bind- 
ing on him. But we cannot inquire into that; 
the bond was valid, even had be given ail of the 
money av&ty. (2) The objection t the statute 
forbids the payment of a greater rate of interest 
than 10 per cent a year, making the interest on 
the.unpaid coupons usurious, is not sound. It 
has been decided in this State that such a con- 
tract is not usurious.” 
CONTRACT—SUBSCRIPTION—CONSIDERATION. 

A chureh corporation was in debt and a num- 
ber of persons subscribed various sums towards 
the payment of this debt. On the faith of these 
subscriptions the church borrowed from J 
the money to pay, and then did pay ite debt. 
B. who bad subscribed $50, refused to pay his 
subscription on the ground t there was con- 
sidegation for his. promise. Inan action upon 
his contract—United Presbyterian Church vs. 
Baird—the Supreme Uourt of lewa decided in 
favor of the church. Judge Adams, in the opin- 
jon, said: “ The borrowing of money to pay a 
preéxisting indebtedness, in reliance upon a 
subscription like the one in question has been 
held in Lilinois to be a sufficient consideration to 
support the contract of subscription. Our at- 
tention bas been called to po case which holds 
otherwise, and while the question is an original 
one, and not entirely free from doubt, we fol- 
low that decision.”

Yet, 
notwithstanding this, not a single witness was 
ealled by the plaintiff below as towhat the 
tangibie property and business, taken together 
as a unit, was really worth; and this waat of 
evidence as to the value of the business renders 
the verdict erroneous for want of evidence to 
support it.” As to the business done, the Judge 
added: “In estimating the probable receipts 
of such a business, the amount of travel over 
the road is material, accumpanied by evidence

_,-nomas P, Hickey, Superintendent of 
Street-Cleaning, said that the contract bad 
been let to Charles Waish & Son, and that 
the work would be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible, A fall of rain would be the only con- 
tingency which would retard operations, 
There were three stages of the work, he said, 
it being necessary first to go over the streets 
with serapers, then to have dirt raked into 
heaps, and finally to have the aecumulated 
refuse removed in wagons. This mode of 
operating, althongh the contractor may find 
it more convenient than any other, 
has its disadvantages. On Wabash avenue 
and several other streets, where the 
dirt has been allowed to remain in heaps, it 
has been resolved into fine dust by the rays 
of the sun, and the change has only rendered 
ita more unendurable nuisance. If people 
must have mud, they would rather carry it 
on their boots than in their eyes, ana they 
prefer to have it spattered on their clothes 
rather than be obliged to swallow it in allo- 
pathic doses. 

COMPLAINTS OF DUST. 

Complaints were frequent yesterday of the 
prevalence of the dust, not only roy A Routh 
Side, but in the other divisions of the city. 
If the program of the contraetor is carried 
out today, however, all these dust-lieaps will 
be renioved, 
THE STREETS THAT ARK LOOKED AFTER. 

Yesterday tive gangs of meu were em- 
ployed by the city were at work gather- 
ing the mud on the wie streets; Sta 
Dearborn, La Salle, Franklin, Market, 
Wabash and Michigan avenues. The werk 
was found much more easy on the streets 
runuing north and south than on those run- 
ning east and west. The snow thrown from 
the street-car tracks on the jatter thorough- 
fares had hardened during the winter ana at 
the advent of warm weather had dissolved 
into miniature lakes. On the North Side the

It was found also considerable work

: A SHIFTLESS WAY. 

The system of cleaning the streets which 
seems to have been adopted by the contractor 
does notappear to be altogether free from 
objections. It seems to have some bad feat- 
ures to it, of which the public may rightly 
compiain. If it were away of doing the 
work which entailed extra expense on the 
eontractor, without bothering the people, 
they would have nothing to say; but, as now 
appears, the method of the street-cleaner is 
one which will put money in his pocket and 
at the same time put dust in the eyes of the 


people. 

To the ordinary mortal it would seem that 
the best way to clean up accumulated filth in 
winter is to have the cart follow the men 
who are raking the stuff, so that it may be 
carted away the moment that it has been 
gathered up. Then what is done is done, 
and so much of the thoroughfare at least 
is freed from filth. The method of the con- 
tractor, however, seems to be to have his 
men go along and sweep up the mud into 
—, piles on the edges of the curb. 
Then on the next day oc the day after 
he sends his earts around, and they 
gather up all the dirt which has not in the 
meanwhile been scattered over the surface 
of the street by the wind, if the stuff is dry. 
or by the hoofs of the horses, and the wheels 
of the teams, or which has not been washed 
around by a rain-storm, 

W hat he gathers up is only a part of what 
was originally collected, the remainder will 
haye te be scraped up again and another 
pretense made oi carting it off, To pay the 
contract price for a thorough cleaning of 
the streets is too much, bunt to pay it foran 
incomplete and skimpy scraping will not do, 
The city officers should seve to it that a clean- 
ing of a street ainder the contract Js an act 
ual and not a nominal cleansing. 

LAST NIGHT’S RAIN. 

During yesterday alot of mud was scraped 
up along on Dearborn, State, and other 
streets; late in the evening there came a 
sharp rain-storm which did the best it could 
to wash the nud either out on the street or 
down in the sewers. If it goes on the street, 
it makes another cleaninz necessary; if in 
the sewels, it costs the city tens of thousands 
of dollars to clean tifem out again. Looked 
at from any point of view, it was a wasteful 
way of doing business on the part of the 
wan who has the jobof doing the cleaning. 
llow much more economical and peat it 
would have been had the carts followed 
along vesierday after the sweepers. In that 
case Dearborn, or that part of it as far south 
as Madison, would have been clean, whereas 
now the work will in good part have to be 
done over again. 

TRE DUST. 

Work was also begun on Wabash avenne. 
That part of the street south of Van Buren 
was not so muddy as that to the north, it 
lying openerto the sun. Here the wind did 
is perfect work, and as a result the avenue 
was not fitto travel on. It was the dustiest 
street in all Chicago. Much of the staff 
which was swept up and left on the edge of 
the eurb was dry, and was immediately 
caught up by the wind and sent whirling 
through the air, It is a wonder that the 
drivers on the street were able to keep their 
eyesight unimpaired for baltan hour; 
dust was intolerable. And the annoyance 
would have been greatly abated had the 
dirt been carted away as fast as it was raked 


up. 

‘So it may not be out of place for the city 
officers to ask the contractor to change his 
plan of operations, and see if he cannot de- 
vise some scheme by which the work may be 
done in such a manner that the comfort of 
the public and the economic management of 
the street-cleaning fund may be equally con- 
sulted, which certainly is not the case under 
the present costly and vexatious system.

GLANDERS, 
The Facts Reluting to the Outbreak of 
the Disease tn Whiteside County —- 
Measures Which Should Be Taken te 
Stop Its Spread to Men or Animals. 


March 22 George Conway died of glanders | 


at his home in Genesee Township, White- 
side County, Illinois. Two weeks later his 
father died of the same cause. ‘The disease 
was contracted through contact with horses 
which these misguided men were treating 
for nasal gleet, The Conway farm has for 
years harbored horses suffering from glen- 
ders, and at the time the death of father and 
son occurred six horses showed an advanced 
stage of the disease. These were placed by 
themselves at. the request of a veterinarian, 
but no one seemed to have me By apoenge to 
kill the animals. Since the sickness of Mr. 
Conway and his son mad them unable to 
care tor the stock it oy An iat to 
run in the public highways. No one can 
now tell how far the infection has spread 
among men and animals. 

In an interview with the Illinois State 
Veterinarian, Dr, N. H. Paaren, he said that 
there is no reason for doubting the eorrect- 
ness of the special dispatch published in THE 
TRIBUNE of yesterday in regard to this mat-

CONTAGIOUSNESS OF GLANDERS. 


ln answer to a question about nasal slect, 
and the difference between that malady 
gianders, Dr. Paaren said that the former 
isachronic and aggravated catarrh, while 
glanders is avery infectious or contagious 
disease which is rarely found among fine, 
highly-bred horses, but which is more fre- 
quent in coarse, lympatic, old, worn-out, 
and badly-kept animals. lt may be 
mitted to man by infection, inoc or 
by contagion, as it may also to dogs, sheep, 
goats, rabbits, and cats. The oxis fortu- 
nately less susceptible than any other do- 
mesticated aninial. 

It is believed that glanders is oftenest con- 
veyed to man through the medium of mat- 
ter from a diseased animal coming in con- 
tact with abrasions of the skin. Instances 
have occurred where a mere scratch or prick 
from a splinter of bone of a glande ani- 
mal has caused the death of persons opera- 
ting upon such diseased animals. Thie 
discharge from the nostrils lodging upon 
thin and tender parts of the skin or upon 
the delicate membranes of the nose piay 
cause the disease. So, too, may handling the 
a flesh, tallow, or bones of ad an- 
niai. 

The symptoms are alikein man and beast. 
GdJanders usually begins with ean tly 
ordinary catarrhal discharge from the 
nasal passages, most frequently from 
one nostril only.. The discharge may be 
at first transparent, becoming pew ae 
viscid. The lining membrane of the nose 
become ulcerated, and from these ulcers 
comes, provably, the small quantity 
discharged at the beginning of the disease. 
This discharge is peculiarly glutinous in 
character, and adheres to the skin and hair 
around the nostrils, forming soft, y- 
feeling, deep brown crusts which adhere to 

fingers when touched, ter the dis- 
charge has a slightly greenish tint, 
which has long ' been considered’ a 
culiar characteristic of glanders. 
he sufferer shows extreme languor, 
loss of appetite, hurried pulse and breath- 
ing, red, watery eyes, yellowish-red or purple 
streaks or blotches in the nose, accompanied 
sometimes by dropsical swellings of the limbs 
or joints, Upon the mucous membrane ap- 
pear yellow elevations with red spots, which 
become in time deep ulcers of irregular form 
with no tendeney to heal. The lymphatic 
glands inside the lower jaw become enlarged, 
hard, and nodular, and sometimes adhere to 
the skin, tongte, or jaw-bone. The lym- 
phatics on the face often rise hard and firm. 
The uleers increase in depth and number, 
often eating into the gristle and even the 
bone, the discharge becomes feetid, bloody, 
and so abundant and sticky as to cause suffo- 
cation, and the afflicted person or animal dies 
in the greatest distress, an object of loathing 

to all who come near, 

HOW TO PREVENT INFECTION. 


There is reason for believing that the fatal 
disease is transmitted through germs left 
upon the woodwork of stalls, bh and 
food, or in watering-troughs, pails,.or otner 
articles of furniture. It has not yet been 
definitly shown that the breath of the dis- 
eased animal will convey the poison to an- 
other, but the violent effort of the afflicted 
one to free the nostrils is very likely to do 
so. Where human beings are afflicted every 
particle of their clothing, the handkerchiefs 
they use especially, and other articles with 
which they come in contact, including the 
bedding, may serve to spread the con n 
and inerease the horrors of this most dread- 
ful malady. The absorption of the virus 
seems to be very rapid. Cauterization, in- 
stant washing of infected parts with chiorid 
of lime and other chemicals, have failed to 
prevent the development of the plague. 

Although the State Veterinarian has no 
authority for acting in such cases, the State 
Board of Health fortunately has, and through 
its orders instant measures were taken to 
prevent the further extension of this horrible 


disease, which may even now have a hold | 


upon the othef members of the unfortunate 
family, or upon those who visited the sick 
men,

TUF. UNDERGROUND CONDUIT. 

The iron conduit nw being laid to bring in 
the wires of the Postal Telegraph Company 
through the city. and which is to be utilized for 
carrying all electrical telegraph, telephone, and 
power wires under instead of above ground, bas 
made fair progress. More than a mile is now in 
complete order. The test mile is completed 
from Thirty-niuth street north to Thirty-third 
and La. Salle, but the conduit is laid ae far as 
Thirty-lirst street. A temporary _build- 
ing is now being erected at  Thirty- 
third and La Salle streets. This will 
contain batteries, engines, dynamos, etc., to be 
used in the practical test, which will be made in 
about ten days. The distance will be lighted up 
with Vandepoel lights at every corner and in 
several buildings. Then there will be telegraph- 
ing between New York and Chicagy, and tele- 
phone tests between Chicago, Cleveland and 
other citics. ‘The tests to be made will be of the 
severest character, to show that Wires can be 
placed underground io the large cities at a com- 
paratively sinali cost of maintenance. The 
General Manager is pushing the work as rapidly 
as possibie. 

A POSSIBLE MURDER. 

A stabbing affray which occurred Sunday 
night between 8 and 9 o'clock at the River House, 
corner Lake and Canal streets, and which was 
looked upon as a trifling matter at the time, 
promises to result fatally for the wounded map.

MR. STORCK EXPLAINS. 

Mr. Storck, of the law firm of Storck & Shu- 
man, against whom a judgment for $116 was re- 
covered before Justice Meech Monday, and who 
was said to have collected money for the Chi- 
cago Jewelry Company and garnisheed it in the 
interest of another client, gave his side of the 


story yesterday. He said that some time in Oc- 
tober, 188, his firm was retained by Ciapp & 
Davies to prosecute its claim against the Chi- 
cago Jewelry Manufacturing Company, who 
owed it about $6,000, of which $4,000 was for 
money collected tor its use, but mis- 
appropriated. Besides jhis the 

pany owed about as much now to 
other parties, and, after looking over the 
ground, Storek & Shuman came to the conclu- 
sion that the only way in which the indebted- 
ness could be discharged was by pefmitting the 
company to continue its business, but under the 
sateguard of a new management, and this was 
done. Mr. Rounsavell took charge of*its af- 
fairs under an agreement by virtue of which te 
was to apply moneys received first to the pay- 
ment of ruontue expenses and next to the dis- 
charge of the debts. While this agreement was 
in force the lawyers were consulted by all the 
principal creditors and practically represented 
them, and during the same time Mr. Kirby 
turned over to them some small accounts in 
favor of the company. These they collected 
in part,and held the net proceeds at the time 
the differences, out of wbich the recent troubles 
grew, arose. Events made it necessary for them 
to close up the concern under a judgment note 
which they held, and to onst Mr. Rousnavell. 
The money they held would under the agree- 
ment have been applied tothe payment of the 
company’s debts, and, as they had throughout 
represented the creditors, they deemed it their 
duty to secure the money for them, which they 
had done by garnishee process, still pending. 
Their relations with the company had never 
been other than as stated.

Among the first to arrest attention on 
south wallis a Meissonier, entitled 
Departure” (No. 354), in which a bluff, 
fully-accoutred soldier in buff coat and 
sen , with slouched hat, long sword, and 
1eavy dra 
willingly descending the narrow stone stair 
of his house. He has all but reached the 
bottom, and another three steps or so will 
shut him from the loving eyes that are 
doubtiess watching his tg, Pere my for the 
war. As he halts before letting his foot 
down that fatalone step more he turns to 
look upward and backward on wife and lit- 
tle ones, and, as the rich light falls on his 
strongly- marked and weather-bronzed face, 
one can’see the contending passions that all 
but wring from him tears, and the lips seem 
actually to quiver with suppressed emotion. 
lt may be the last time he will ever see 
them again, and, brave man as: he is— 
for of that we are sure—the thought fair- 
ly shakes him with tumultuous and 
contending emotions. he pose is full of 
natural dignity and virile grace; all tha de- 
tails are worked out with that consummate 
skill and scrupulous conscientiousness for 
which M. Meissonier is famed, and the rich, 
sombre, reddish-brown, whichtis the prevail- 
ing hue, is finely relieved by the nice man- 
agement of light and shade, which is so ar- 
ranged as to give the greatest possible prom- 
inence to the solitary figure. Taken ailin 
all, though wanting the elaborate variety of 
detail characteristic of most of the artist’s 
works, the picture is a fair specimen of his 
latest and exquisitly-finished style. 

‘“* AWAITING ORDERS.”’ 


To the left, and separated from It by one 
small picture, is another masteriy piece of 
work by M, Alphonse de Newville (No. anit) 
which it requires no coaee tell us 
“* Awaiting Orders for the Mar Against 
a whitish wall a rough, weather-beaten, 
rum-reddened, sun-stained French soldier 
leans carelesly, with crossed legs; left hand 
in pocket = - ee resting on the muzzle of 
his gun, utt of which rests on the 
ground, 
red relieved by the light yellow Napoleonic 
mustache, is full of expression; the arrange- 
went of the clothes is perfect, and the entire 
attitude true to life in its careless and yet 
watchful repose. The general darkness of 
the navy-blue blouse and brown trowsers 
and gaiters, besides being relieved by the 
white background, is finely tempered by the 
red shirt-collar and light blue tie, and the 
blue sash that circles the waist. 

“THE COUNCIL OF WAR.” 


Right above these two is a large example 
of Adolphe Schreyer, numbered 3856, and 
called **The Council of War.” It 1s in this 
popular artist’s usually subdued tints, and 
the grouping and attitudes of the white- 
hooded, white-cloaked Arab shieks as, 
mounted on their spirited little steeds, the 
hold animated council of war are full of ani- 
mation and dramatic effect. The general 
quietness and the burnt-uy, dismal appear- 
ance of the desert are fairly set off by a blu- 
ish sky, partially streaked by clouss of arey, 
and the whole is exquisit in tone and color. 
Yet, in spite of all his virtues, of his rare fin- 
ish and charming color, one wearies after a 
time of effects which, though at first grate- 
ful, are apt to pall upon a taste easily cloyed 
by monotonous art. 

“THE SIGNAL FIRE.” 

To the left of M. Schreyer’s picture is a 
small and strikingly dramatic sketch, finely 
conceived and admirably worked out by 
Albert Pasini, an Italian and pupil of Ciceri, 
though for many years settledAn Paris. On 
the sloping summitof a hill avily-cioaked 
soldier, mounted on a splen charger, and 
holding a long spear in his hand, is looking 
down on a red-cowlead man who is sguatted 
on the ground lighting the signal. As the 
gray smoke rises up, straight and thin, in 
the still midnight air it is answered from 
across a narrow strip of isleted sea by the 
smoke from another signal fire. The horse- 
man having his back to the clear azure of the 
midnight sky, is in the shade,.and man and 
horse stand out in bold and striking relief. 
It isa work of marked power and carefully 
worked out down to the minutest detail. 

“THE SOLDIER FORCED TO WORK.” 

Right dver No. 336 is a fair example of the 
late Horace Vernet’s facile art, representing 
some “‘ Austrian Prisoners Forced to Work.”’ 
(No. 358.) ‘The figure alone of the strapping- 
looking, intelligent soldier in the front, who 
leads the oxen, with his tine head bent and 
his face set in a fixed expression of almost 
hopeless shame, sorrow, and despair, tells 
the whole story. ‘The attitude of the hand, 
the limbs, one would almost think the ve ry 
hang of the uniform, are eloquent of mental 
depression. The subdued character of the 
color, though wanting in liveliness, is in 
keeping. with the sentiment. 

‘ACCEPTING THE CHALLENGR.”’ 

On the same wall, well to the right, is a 
fet werful full- -length picture (No. 359) by 

lihali- Munkaesy, one of Knaus’ most brill- 
iant pupils. ‘The figure, brimful of vigor 
passion, and life of the brawny, steru-taced
